NEW ORLEANS (AP)— Au- 
thorities sought today a former 
French quarter bar owner as 
a material witness in the in- 
vestigation of the assassi- 
nation of President John F.

Atty. Jim Garrison filed an affi- 
davit in court saying he had 
good reason to believe that Nov- 
el was a “most important” wit- 
ness who was necessary to the 
grand jury’s investigation. 

A subpoena bad called for 
Novel to appear Wednesday be- 
fore the grand jury. Rut Novel’s 
attorney, Steve Plotkin, said his 
client was then in 
iD.C.i on personal business. 

Wants Protection 

Novel popped up in Columbus 
the same day and said he did 
not intend to return to New Or- 
leans unless guaranteed free- 
dom from “harassment.” 

The affidavit requesting the 
arrest order said Novel sold Ibis 
Jamaican Village bar on the 
edge of the French quarter and 
left the city while under subpoe- 
na, stating publicly be had no 
intention of returning. The affi- 
davit said Novel should be 
placed under sizable bond or 
the grand jury “will be deprived 
of a most important and materi- 
al witness.” 

The district attorney sub- 
poenaed

appear before the grand jury 
Wednesday.

Shaw, the only man 
charged so far in the probe, 
will go on trial here at an
